thin morning, entailing a ioaa of nearly 
$2,U00, partially Insured. 
It was not the barn itself that fig­ 
ured so much in the great loss, but 
Judge M artin’s old family horse and 
pony and a valuable hunting dog, the 
property of his 
deceased daughter, 
were consumed in the flames, and it 
was the loss of these dumb brutes 
that made the loss an unusually hard 
one to suffer. 
Judge .Martin and his wife 
were 
awakened shortly after 4 o'clock by 
one of the servants in their 
home. 
The barn, however, a t th at time was 
a seething m ass of flames, and all 
hope of saving anything was glveu up 
as futile. 
John Costello, a neighbor, 
opened one of the doors in an effort 
to save the horses, but was made to 
retreat by the heat and flames. 
It 
was th is fact th at gave the idea 
or 
incendiarism credit. 
The barn w'as 
locked when Judge M artin and family 
retired. 
For some tim e past, someone has 
been stealing hay and grain from the 
M artin barn, and it is thought that 
the m iscreant was a t work again 'ast 
night and accidentally or perhaps in­ 
tentionally fired the barn. 
A h c isr 
and buggy containing two men was 
seen to drive out the Canton road at 
breakneck speed shortly after the fire 
started, and It is thought this may 
have had some connection with the 
fire. 


A fter dem onstrating Saturday after­ 


noon that he was an effective

people. For 46 years, he declared, the 
United S tate governm ent has Deen in 
partnership with the liquor Interests, 
overseeing many of its operations, and 
toe believed the federal governm ent 
ought to get out of the business. 
H e eudorsed county local option as 
a good thing, as a step toward the ulti­ 
m ate wiping out of the whole liquor 
business, and argued that, as T aft and 
Bryan have both placed them selves 
on record as opposed to prohibition, 
th a t the Prohibition party offers the 
only final solution. 
His address was entirely tree from 
abuse or mud-slinging, which, he de­ 
clared, is beneath the dignity or any 
man. 
He was .introduced by Ellas 
Jenkins, congressional nominee of the 
Prohibition party in the E ighteenth 
district.
